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REPORT. 


Office  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners, 

Baltimore,  January  10th,  1882. 

To  the  Honorable, 

The  General  Assembly  of  Maryland. 

Gentlemen  :  In  compliance  with  Section  816  of  the  Act 
of  March  8,  1867,  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  for  the 
City  of  Baltimore  has  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Honorable 
Body  the  following  Report  of  the  acts  and  general  condition 
of  the  Police  Department  during  the  years  1880  and  1881 : 

The  Board  has  much  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  conduct, 
discipline  and  effectiveness  of  the  entire  Force  under  its  com- 
mand continued  to  be  most  admirable  and  to  receive  the 
approbation  of  the  municipal  authorities  and  citizens  of  Balti- 
more. Officers  and  Policemen  were  required  to  perform  all 
their  duties  promptly  and  thoroughly ;  neglect  of  duty  met 
with  certain  punishment ;  intoxication,  insubordination  and 
cowardice  were  visited,  upon  their  first  occurrence,  with 
speedy  dismissal  and  ineligibility  to  reappointment;  and  the 
Board  also  inflexibly  exercised  its  utmost  power  whenever  the 
character  or  actions  of  Officers  or  Policemen  justified  the 
adoption  of  such  a  course.  At  the  same  time  the  Board  con-  j 
stantly  encouraged  a  spirit  of  faithfulness,  emulation  and 
esprit  du  corps,  and  rewarded,  as  far  as  it  could,  those  who 
best  deserved  its  approval.  It  is  but  just,  however,  to  add 
that  to  Marshal  Gray,  Deputy  Marshal  Frey,  and  the  Captains 
and  subordinate  officers  of  the  various  Districts  were  due,  in 
great  part,  the  results  so  invaluable  to  the  people  of  this  city ; 
their  zeal,  watchfulness  and  ability  contributed  largely  to  the 
continuance  of  the  most  effective  workings  of  the  Department. 
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The  Board  found  it  advisable  during  the  past  year  to  bring 
the  Detective  Force  of  the  Department  more  immediately 
under  the  supervision  and  command  of  the  Marshal  and 
Deputy  Marshal  of  -Police,  and  to  place  all  its  members  upon 
an  equal  footing  of  authority  and  responsibility.  It  is  pleased 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  indispensable  services  of  that 
Force  were  performed  most  satisfactorily. 

The  Board  respecttully  calls  attention  to  the  tables  and 
statistics  herewith  submitted  as  proofs  of  the  work  accom- 
plished since  its  last  Report  to  your  Honorable  Body,  and  as 
affording  very  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  efficient  organiza- 
tion of  the  Department,  and  of  the  fidelity  to  duty  which 
characterized  both  Officers  and  Policemen.  It  is  well  satisfied 
that  a  comparison  with  the  Police  records  of  other  cities  during 
the  same  period  would  be,  in  every  particular,  highly  favorable 
to  Baltimore ;  and  it  would  have  borne  in  mind  that  the  most 
important  part  of  the  service  of  the  Department,  namely,  in 
preventing  crime  and  affording  constant  security  to  life  and 
property,  cannot  be  estimated. 

It  seems  proper  that  reference  should  be  again  made  to  the 
character  of  the  service  exacted  of  Policemen  in  Baltimore 
and  the  time  required  for  its  performance.  There  is  no 
danger  to  life,  health  or  limb  to  which  they  may  not  at  any 
time  be  exposed  ;  they  must  obey  orders,  no  matter  what  they 
involve  of  personal  peril,  hardship  or  exposure.  They  are 
at  all  times  at  the  call  of  their  superiors,  and  are  not  per- 
mitted, save  when  on  special  duty  requiring  them  to  wear  cit- 
izens' dress,  to  appear  without  their  uniforms.  They  are 
allowed  only  three  days'  holiday  in  each  year;  during  the  re- 
maining three  hundred  and  sixty-two  days  they  are  un- 
der command.  The  day  Force  works  thirteen  hours  and 
the  night  Force  eleven  hours;  including  the  time  occupied  in 
going  to  the  station  houses  of  their  Districts  and  returning  to 
their  lodgings,  the  day  Policemen  average  fourteen  hours  per 
diem,  and  the  night  Policemen  twelve  hours.  The  night 
Policeman,  therefore,  works  4344  hours  per  annum  and  the  day 
Policeman  5068  hours  per  annum.    When  compared  with  the 
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labor  performed  by  tradesmen,  clerks,  artisans  or  laborers,  it 
will  be  found  that  the  aggregate  of  time  is  very  largely  in 
favor  of  Policemen,  and  the  dangers  incurred  by  the  classes 
named  cannot  be  compared  to  those  to  which  Policemen  are 
subjected. 

The  Board  is  most  reluctant  to  make  a  recommendation  to 
your  Honorable  Body  which  contemplates  an  increase  of 
municipal  taxation,  but  it  feels  obliged  by  a  sense  of  official 
responsibility  to  call  attention,  in  earnest  terms,  to  the  necessity 
which  undoubtedly  exists  for  an  increase  of  the  Police  Force 
of  Baltimore.     The  numerical  strength  of  the  Force  was 
determined  by  the  act  of  1867,  and  remains  to-day  the  same. 
Since  that  time  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  establish  two 
additional  Police  Districts,  and  another  must  be  added  during 
the  present  year ;  the  population  of  Baltimore  has  increased, 
as  shown  by  the  last  census  made  by  the  General  Government, 
from  267,359  in  1870  to  332,190  in  1880;  the  number  of 
buildings,  the  volume  of  business  of  all  kinds,  and  the  number- 
less additions  to  the  Police  service  of  a  great  and  growing  city, 
and  inseparable  from  it,  have  greatly  augmented;  distant 
sections  of  the  city  which  in  1867  were  comparatively  unoccu- 
pied must  now  be  regularly  patrolled  and  closely  guarded ; 
and  the  number  of  arrests  during  the  past  year  aggregated 
24,717;  in  1868  they  aggregated  21,068;  the  increase  has 
been  3,659.    In  view  of  all  the  facts  of  which  the  Board  is 
thoroughly  cognizant,  and  believing  that  the  people  of  Balti- 
more will  be  fully  repaid  by  the  better  protection,  service  and 
security  which  will  follow,  the  Board  most  respectfully  recom- 
mends that  your  Honorable  Body  authorize  an  increase  of  the 
number  of  Policemen  to  550,  and  in  further  explanation  of 
the  grounds  upon  which  it  bases  this  action  it  respectfully 
refers  to  the   accompanying   Report   of  the  Marshal  of 
Police. 

As  required  by  law  the  Department  took,  in  1881,  a  census 
of  the  voting  population  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  the 
accompanying  table  shows  that  the  following  figures  were  ob- 
tained:  whites,  66,824;  colored,  11,924;  making  a  total  of 
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78,748,  and  showing  an  increase  over  the  voting  population, 
as  reported  by  the  police  census  taken  in  1879,  of  7,239.  The 
table  also  shows  the  disparity  in  the  numbers  of  voters  in  the 
different  wards,  the  lowest  number,  that  of  the  9th  Ward, 
being  1,948,  and  the  highest  number,  that  of  the  19th  Ward, 
being  7,314 — a  difference  of  5,366. 

On  the  15th  of  March,  1881,  Hon.  George  Colton,  member 
elect  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Police  for  Baltimore 
City,  presented  his  credentials  commissioning  him  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  for  the  period  of  six  years,  and  was  elected  Pres- 
ident of  the  Board. 

On  the  16th  of  August,  1881,  the  Board,  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  dismissed,  for  cause,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Marriott 
Boswell,  and  unanimously  elected  Mr.  George  Savage,  Clerk 
of  the  Board.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  MARSHAL. 

Department  of  Police, 

Marshal's  Office,  January  1,  1882. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of 

Police  Commissioners  for  Baltimore  City. 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my 
j    Report  of  the  labor  done  by  this  Branch  of  the  Department  of 
i     Police  for  Baltimore  City  during  the  years  1880  and  1881. 
It  includes,  as  heretofore,  tables  of  arrests,  of  offences  charged, 
and  of  their  disposition,  &c. 

It  affords  me  great  satisfactien  to  state  that  the  discipline 
and  efficiency  of  the  Force  under  my  command  have  been 
maintained,  as  in  the  past,  at  a  high  standard.  I  may  be  per- 
mitted to  recall,  with  no  small  degree  of  gratification,  the 
good  order  which  prevailed  throughout  the  entire  city  during 
the  "  Sesqui-Centennial"  celebration,  as  well  as  that  of  the 
"  Oriole ;"  tens  of  thousands  of  strangers  visited  us,  yet 
not  a  single  case  of  disorder  or  accident  worthy  of  note 
occurred. 

To  accomplish  these  laudable  ends,  the  whole  Force,  during 
those  periods,  was  worked  to  its  utmost  capacity,  daily  and 
nightly,  almost  without  rest,  and  with  that  degree  of  cheerful- 
ness, alacrity  and  devotion  to  duty  which  commended  itself 
alike  to  citizens  and  strangers. 

The  same  degree  of  good  order  has  prevailed  throughout 
the  limits  of  the  whole  city  during  the  last  two  years. 

I  am  not  unmindful,  however,  that  complaints  justly  come 
up  from  the  out-lying  districts  of  the  city,  that  greater  police  i 
protection  is  there  needed.    These  complaints  are  not  made 
against  the  efficiency  of  the  Force,  but  because  the  area  of  ter- 
ritory they  are  required  to  patrol  is  altogether  too  large  to  be  I 
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effectively  policed.  That  this  is  true  there  can  be  no  doubt. 
I  need  only  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
patrolmen  is  no  greater,  and  under  the  existing  law  can  be 
no  greater,  than  it  was  fourteen  years  ago,  although  within 
that  period  nearly  a  hundred  thousand  citizens  have  been 
added  to  our  population.  In  1867,  when  the  present  Force 
was  organized,  those  out-lying  sections  of  the  city  were 
sparsely  populated ;  to-day  they  are  so  thickly  crowded  with 
residences  and  citizens  as  to  largely  overflow  into  the  adjoining 
districts  of  Baltimore  County. 

I  have  endeavored  to  do  what  I  could  under  the  existing 
circumstances  toward  satisfying  their  reasonable  requests,  but 
in  my  judgment  this  want  can  only  be  fully  satisfied  by  an 
increase  of  the  Force  to  some  extent  commensurate  with  the 
increase  of  population  and  immense  spread  of  improvements. 
I  most  respectfully  suggest  to  your  Honorable  Board  that 
these  facts  be  presented  to  the  incoming  Legislature  with  the 
hope  that  provision  will  be  made  by  it  to  meet  them. 

Although  required  to  perform  much  extra  duty,  I  am  grat- 
ified to  state  that  the  health  of  both  officers  and  men  has 
continued  as  good  as  could  reasonably  have  been  expected. 
Only  four  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  last  two  years, 
that  of  Policeman  George  Brown,  of  the  North-Eastern 
District,  on  August  6,  1880 ;  that  of  Policeman  Frederick 
Kossell,  of  the  Middle  District,  on  November  30,  1880;  that 
of  Policeman  Joseph  J.  Brown,  of  the  Southern  District,  on 
February  23,  1881 ;  that  of  Sergeant  William  Swick,  of  the 
Eastern  District,  on  December  15,  1^81. 

Before  closing  this  report  I  must  call  your  attention  to  the 
advisability  of  a  reorganization  of  the  Detective  Force  of  the 
Department.  I  do  not  wish  to  disparage  that  Force  in  the  least. 
Its  faithful  service  and  efficient  performance  of  duty  are  well 
and  commendably  known  to  me.  But  a  close  inspection  and 
thorough  study  of  its  present  organization  has  convinced  me 
that  it  should  be  reorganized  and  placed  under  the  immediate 
command  of  an  experienced  officer,  whose  rank  should  not  be 
less  than  that  of  a  Captain  of  Police,  and  whose  undivided 
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attention  should  be  given  to  that  Branch  of  service.  I  earn- 
estly commend  this  matter  to  your  serious  consideration. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  return  to  your  Honorable  Board  my 
hearty  thanks  for  the  uniform  courtesy  and  constant  kindness 
extended  to  me.

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  statements  of 
work  done  by  me  during  1880  and  1881,  as  Coroner  of  the 
Middle  District. 

Thirty- five  formal  inquests  were  held  in  1880  and  fifty-two 
in  1881.  Besides,  I  was  called  upon  to  visit  and  investigate 
in  1880,  eighty-two  cases,  and  in  1881  ninety-nine  cases,  in 
which  the  action  of  a  jury  was  not  needed. 

In  consequence  of  the  law  providing  for  the  inspection  of 
petroleum  oils,  the  fatal  accidents  from  its  use  have  diminished. 

Accidents  resulting  from  the  carrying  of,  and  careless  use 
of  deadly  weapons,  and  especially  of  the  so-called  "  toy  pistol," 
have  been  frequent  and  fatal.  , 

Our  city  is  still  without  a  morgue,  where  the  unknown 
dead  may  be  held  for  identification. 

As  heretofore,  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Police  Force  have  j 
given,  when  called  upon,  efficient  and  courteous  assistance  to 
me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

Gentlemen  :  The  accompanying  statements,  No.  1  and 
No.  2,  show  the  number  of  inquests  (49)  held  by  me,  also  the 
number  of  examinations  (135)  not  requiring  inquests,  since 
May  1,  1880,  also  the  first  quarter  of  18^0  by  my  predecessor. 
Of  the  inquests  held  by  me,  one  consumed  four  days,  several 
three  days,  and  quite  a  number  two  days.
